t is rather curious that a writer in 1895, and an- 
other who perhaps copied him in 1933, say mistakenly 
that the father of Feter Pettis of Norwich, Conn., was 
a Charles Pettis. This is completely disproved by the 
will of Samuel Pettis who as we shall see makes bequests 
to his son Peter and to Peter's sons. Samuel had no 
son Charles and not even a granason Charles, and the 
first of that name I can find was a great-grandson ot 
Samuel. 

Samuel Pettis (Pettes), born possibly about 16055, 
died at Norwich between 10 Oct. and 13 Nov. 1//0 aged 
perhaps about 85; married, probably about 1710, Marga- 
ret ————. Children:

Nothing has been found about the parentage or early 
life of Samuel Pettis. lt seems likely that he settled 
in Norwich with his family about 1/2/, when he was per- 
haps over 4O and had at least two sons, for Frances M. 
Caulkins, History of Norwich (18606), p. 238, states 
"Pettis, Samuel, adm. 1/27." He had a farm in the area 
then calied Norwich West Farms, now the town of Frank- 

in, on Blue Hill, west of Meetinghouse Hill. 

His will, in the Norwich Probate District, is dated 
10 Oct. 1770, signed by mark (perhaps due to physical 
disability, though his son Peter also signed by mark), 
and was proved 13 Nov. 1770. “Considering my Great Age 
ana poor State of health," he wishes to make his will. 
His "Wife Margeret is to have the use of the land which 
he bought from Elisha Edgerton and Edgerton's wife "and 
one Room in my house and one Good Bed & Bedding conven- 
ient for the same," and she is to be "Honorably and 
Comfortably Maintained and Supported...by my Son Peter 
Pettes and my Grandson Oliver Pettes...in Equal propor- 

His "Son Joshua'is to have the Edgerton land 
after the death of wife Margaret. His "Son Peter Pet- 
tes" is to have all his land in Mansfield, in Windham 
County, and also all his part "in those Several Pieces 
of Land which I and my Said Son Peter bought together 
in Partnership..." “And also I give to my Said Son 
Peter my Negro man Named Deriah and the one half of my 
other Moveable Estate..." His grandson Oliver Pettes

The will of Jane Kenning of Ipswich, dated 14 Feb.

In the Essex Quarterly Court Records, 1:38, John 
Kennyng was fined at Ipswich Court in 16041. This is 
the only reference I have found to the surname except 
the will of Jane Kenning. It seems clear that Jane 
Kenning, Margery wife of John Knowlton, and Elizabeth 
wife of Theophilus Wilson, were sisters, also that this 
Elizabeth was the mother of Thomas, Elizabeth and Sea- 
born Wilson. 

Whether the maiden name of the wives of Theophilus 
Wilson and John Knowlton was Kenning, depends on wheth- 
er their sister Jane Kenning was a maiacen or a widow. 
She fails to call herself widow, and John Kenning of 
the 1641 record may have been her father. No estate 
for him has been found. Since Jane referred to her 
mother as living, it seems rather likely that the par- 
ents came to New England and that the father died soon. 

Under the Fiske family, Savage [2:104] states that 
David Fiske of Cambridge married first Lydia Cooper and 
second, 6 Sept. 1655, Seaborne, whom he wrongly calls 
daughter of William Wilson of Ipswich. But as quoted 
above, under Theophilus Wilson he refers to the lat- 
ter's will of 1689 which named his son Thomas and sons- 
in-law John Pindar and David Fiske, and three grand- 
children, one of whom was Elizabeth Russell. Under 
Fiske, Savage refers to the will of David Fiske in 1708 
which names his wife Seaborne and children including a 
daughter Elizabeth (wife of John) Russell. 

It seems clear that Theophilus and Elizabeth (Ken- 
ning?) Wilson had but three surviving children: Thomas; 
Elizabeth wife of John Pindar [for whom see Mary Lover- 
ing Holman, Pillsbury Ancestry, under Pindar]; and Sea- 
born, the second wife of David Fiske. For further data 
on the last, see Savage, as cited; the Fiske Genealogy; 
Records of the First Church in Cambridge, p. 14; and 
Cambridge Vital Records. 


JOHN BROWN'S BODY

In his inimitable way Professor John Insley Codding- 
ton has lately sunk into a brown study and come up with 
a note on the Brown ancestry of the Empress Josephine 
(supra, 33:185-187). Not to be outdone, we here pre- 
sent the known ancestry of a figure no less glamorous, 
though admittedly not so beautiful, the abolitionist 
John Brown. Doubtless many of the readers of this 
quarterly will be surprised to learn how much ancestry 
they share with one whose soul goes marching on. To 
our knowledge no one has as yet suggested the founda- 
tion of a society to be called "John Brown's Kinsmen," 
but in view of some existing hereditary societies, per- 
haps some one will. Some of the information below has 
been supplied by Professor Coddington himself, rather 
more by Mr. Donald Lines Jacobus who has kept me from a 
number of errors, while Mr. Clarence A. Torrey has kine 
ly checked a work which might have contained more data 
on one of the lines but did not. While no independent 
examination of primary sources has been made for this 
study, recourse has been had throughout to what may be 
regarded as reliable secondary sources. Unless other- 
wise stated, all places are in Connecticut, and numbers 
omitted are of unknown persons.

AMY AND MERCY 


The name Amy in early records was sometimes spelled 
"Ame" or "Amie." The former has often been misread and 
printed as "Anne," the latter as "Annie." Since the 
nickname Annie for Ann, Anne or Anna, was rarely used 
in early days in New England ("Nan" or "Nanny" was more 
common), it is often well to view the appearance of an 
Annie in printed early records of this region with sus- 
picion, as the original record may read "Amie." 

Mercy was often rendered Marcy in early records, and 
when so spelled has often been read and printed as 
"Marey" or "Mary." Although Mary was sometimes spelled 
Marie and (especially in church records) Maria, the 
name should be rendered as "Mary" as actually the French 
and other Continental forms were not used in speech.

In the Bulkeley Genealogy (pages 2-12) Mr. Donald 
Lines Jacobus included a painstaking study of the Eng- 
lish ancestry of the Rev. Peter Bulkeley and his sis- 
ters, several of whom had American descendants. fThis 
included a descent from William Longespee, Earl of Sal- 
isbury, illegitimate son of Henry II, through the Charl- 
ton family. This descent, brought down through Ingolds- 
by and James to the Harris family of South Jersey, the 
present writer put in chart form in the Vineland His- 
torical Magazine, vol. 35, facing p. 88. Subsequently 
the Rev. Frederick Lewis Weis printed this descent in 
tabular form in his Ancestral Roots of Sixty New Eng- 
land Colonists, line 31 (pp. 46-47 of second edition, 
1951). 

Unfortunately, Dr. Weis, in his Additions and Cor- 
rections (1956), pp. 2-3, states that in this pedigree 
the wife of William Mainwaring of Ightfield (who was a 
Warenne) was a descendant of William de Warenne, Earl 
of Surrey, son of Hameline Plantagenet, and cites Wat- 
son's Memoirs of the Earls of Warenne and Surrey as 
authority. The Watson book is based on visitation ped- 
igrees and unreliable, but it happens that both Farrer 
in his Honours and Knights Fees and Clay in his Early 
Yorkshire Charters have studied this line and shown 
that any connection of Warenne of Ightfield to Warenne 
of Surrey is considerably ante the Plantagenet time. 
There may well be a Carolingian descent here, but none 
from the house of Anjou. 

Through the research of Mr. John G. Hunt of Arling- 
ton, Va., a hitherto unnoted royal line has come to 
light, stemming also from the Charlton family and the 
marriage of Robert Charlton (b. 1430, d. 1471) to Mary, 
daughter of Robert Corbet of Moreton Corbet, Shropshire. 
This line starts with Joan, Princess of Wales, daughter 
of King John. 

Joan, born well before 1200, is probably the most 
famous of King John's illegitimate children. The 
Tewkesbury Annals, written about 1236, identify her 
mother as "Queen Clemencia." Some have taken this to 
mean that she was John's daughter by his first Queen, 
whom he divorced, his cousin [Isabel of Gloucester. But 
against this it should be noted that Joan never inher- 
ited any of the Gloucester estates and was never known 
as the Countess of Gloucester, and her issue never made 
claim to that title. David Powell, without citing au- 
thority, states that her mother was Agatha, daughter of 
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Robert, Lord Ferrers, Earl of Derby. Joan is first 
seen in 1203 when a charge is recorded for conveying 
the King's daughter out of England. She was betrothed 
to Llewellyn ap Iorwerth, Prince of Wales, by 15 Oct. 
1204, and part of her dowry, the Castle of Ellesmere 
(which Henry II had used to dower his half-sister Emma 
when he gave her to David ap Owain) was given to Lle- 
wellyn on 16 Apr. 1205. The marriage took place that 
year or the following. In April of 1226 she was legit- 
imatized by Pope Honorius III. 

Joan was well loved by the Welsh and apparently had 
her father's ear, being frequent peace-maker between 
England and Wales, a position she continued to hold af- 
ter her brother of the half blood, Henry III, ascended 
the throne. Her reputation always stood high, though 
one black episode stands on the record when she seems 
to have acted as her husband's accomplice in the de- 
struction of William de Braose who had plotted against 
Llewellyn. (William's father Reginald had married 
Gwladys Dhu, Joan's daughter, as his second wife.) 
William de Braose was hanged by Llewellyn on 2 May 1230 
"having been caught in the chamber of the Prince with 
the Princess Janet, wife of the Prince." 

Joan died either on 30 May 1236 (Tewkesbury Annals) 
or in February 1237 (Welsh Chronicles) "at the court of 
Aber and was buried in the cemetery on the south side 
of the Strand...with sore lamentations and great hon- 
our." Her husband founded a Franciscan monastery at 
her burial place—Llanvaes in Anglesey. The grave was 
despoiled at the dissolution of the monastery, but the 
stone coffin, bearing her effigy, was later recovered 
and may be seen there. [Dictionary of National Biog- 
raphy; Sir John Edward Lloyd, History of Wales (1954 
ed.), I11:658, 766.) 

Her daughter Margaret was married about 1219 to John 
de Braose (first cousin of the William hung in 1230 by 
Llewellyn), by whom she had a son William. John died 
in 1231-2, and she married second, after 1233, Walter 
de Clifford of Clifford Castle in Herefordshire, who 
died in 1263. Walter de Clifford had by Margaret only 
one child, a daughter and heiress, Maud. [Lloyd, op. 
cit., I11:658, 677, 766; New Complete Peerage, I:21; II: 
302; V1:451-2, note g.]) 

Maud, daughter and heiress of Walter de Clifford and 
Margaret of Wales, married first, William Longespee III, 
Earl of Salisbury, died 1257, by whom she had a daugh- 
ter Margaret, heiress of her father. She married sec- 
ond, Sir John Giffard of Brimsfield, lst Baron Giffard, 
aged 16 in 1248, summoned as a Baron 1295, died 29 May 
1299. Maud died between 1282 and 1285 leaving only 
daughters, and he married second, Margaret, widow of 
Sir John de Nevill, by whom he had a son and heir, John, 
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2nd Baron, who died without issue, the estate being 
divided between the heirs of his half-sisters. One of 
these was Aelinor. [New Complete Peerage, Xi:384; V: 
639 et seq.) 

Aelinor, daughter of John, lst Lord Giffard, and 
Maud Clifford, married Fulk le Strange, born about 1267, 
summoned as Baron Strange of Blackmere 1309, died on or 
before 23 Jan. 1324/5. She had predeceased him. Baron 
Strange was a very important man, a field commander of 
the forces of Edward I and Edward II in Scotland and 
France, and serving four years as seneschal of the 
Duchy of Aquitaine. Among their children was Eliza- 
beth, [Ibid., XIIspart 

Elizabeth le Strange married Robert Corbet of More- 
ton Corbet, born 1304 and died 1375. Proof of her par- 
entage and of the marriage is found in the Calendar of 
Papal Registers, Vol. II, pe. 229, where under date Ides 
March 1323 we find: "To Robert Corbet, lord of the 
town of Morton in the Diocese of Litchfield and Eliza- 
beth daughter of Fulke le Strange, seneschal of the 
Duchy of Acquitaine dispensation to remain in marriage 
which they contracted in ignorance that they were re- 
lated in the 4th degree, and declaring their present 
and future offspring legitimate. 1 March, Avignon." 
The relationship between these two is not known to the 
writer. Robert and Elizabeth were the parents of Roger. 
(A. E. Corbett, The Family of Corbet (1917), ped. op. 
p. 368; Eyton, Antiquities of Shropshire, VII:47, 100- 
107; X:181-191; IX:323-325.J 

Roger Corbet of Moreton Corbet, son of Robert and 
Elizabeth, died about 1394, married Margaret (died 1395) 
daughter of Sir Giles de Erdington |Eardiston in Eyton] 
of Shrewsbury. They had a son Robert. ([Ibid.] 

Robert Corbet of Moreton Corbet, son of Roger and 
Margaret, Sheriff of Shropshire 1419, died 1440, mar- 
ried Margaret daughter of Sir William Malory, knt. 

They were the parents of Mary. [Ibid.] 

Mary Corbet, daughter of Robert and Margaret, mar- 
ried Robert Charlton of Apley, from whom the descent 
has already been published. [Ibid.] For the conveni- 
ence of the reader, a quick summary of the descent from 
Robert Charlton and Mary Corbet is appended below; for 
further details, see the references in the first para- 
graph of this article. 

Robert Charlton, b. by 1430, d. 1471; m. Mary Cor- 
bet as above. Their son: 

Richard Charlton, b. 1450, d. 1522; m. Anne daughter 
of William Mainwaring of Ightfield [though her identity 
has been questioned]. Richard's daughter was: 

Ann Charlton, b. 1480; m. 1500 Randall Grosvenor, b. 
1480, d. 1559/60, of Bellaport, Salop. They had: 

Elizabeth Grosvenor, b. ca. 1515; m. Thomas Bulkeley, 
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cae 1515, de 1591, of Woore, Salop. Parents of: 

Rev. Edward Bulkeley, b. ca. 1540, bur. 5 Jan. 
1020/1; m. Olive Irby, b. ca. 1547, bur. 10 Mar. 
1614/15. 

Of this last marriage, a son, Rev. Peter Bulkeley, 
came to America. A daughter, Dorcas, married Rev. An- 
thony Ingoldsby, and their daughter Olive Ingoldsby 
married Rev. Thomas James and came with him to America. 
Other daughters were Martha who married Abraham Mel- 
lowes; Frances who married Richard Welby (their daugh- 
ter Vlive Welby married Henry Farwell and they came to 
America); Elizabeth who married first, Richard Whittine 
ham, and second, Atherton Haugh; and Sarah who married 
Oliver St. John (their daughter Elizabeth St. John mar- 
ried Rev. Samuel Whiting and came to America). lhe is- 
sue of all the above marriages lived in New England, 
and the American descendants are almost numberless. 


Notes: 


Llewellyn's Family. Among the errors noted in 
surke's Dormant and Extinct Peerage relating to persons 
named in the above lineage is the statement that Joan 
was Llewellyn's third princess. While Llewellyn had an 
eldest son Gryffydd (d. 1244) by Tangwystl, daughter of 
Llywarch the Red of Rhos [Lloyd, op. cit., I1:686], no 
evidence has been seen that she was ever his wife. Lle- 
wellyn negotiated with Pope Innocent III |ibid., II: 
617) and in 1203 received dispensation to marry a daugh- 
ter of Reginald, King of Man, who had been married as 
a child to Llewellyn's uncle Rhodri. However, this 
projected marriage was abandoned when it became appar- 
ent that he could get as his Princess the daughter of 
King John. There is, so far as this writer is aware, 
no record of any other marriage for Llewellyn. He had 
by Joan the following Known children: (1) David ap 
Llewellyn, d. 1246, m. Isabel de Braose, daughter of 
that William hanged by Llewellyn in 1230; (2) Gwenllian 
d. 1251, m. William de Lacy; (3) Helen, m. John le Scot, 
Earl of Chester; (4) Gwladys Dhu, d. 1251, m. lst, hKeg- 
inald de Braose, d. 1228, m. 2nd, Ralph de Mortimer, d. 
12460; and (5) Margaret, m. lst, John de Braose, d. 1232, 
m. end, Walter de Clifford, d. 1203. 


Warenne. Mr. Hunt is interested in the Warenne line 
mentioned in the second paragraph of this article, and 
has noted that the apparent line of descent includes 
one Griffin de Warenne of Ightfield who is given as his 
wife in the Visitation pedigrees a daughter of a Lord 
le Strange, and that this same Griffin, aged 40 years 
and more, testified at the proof of age of John le 
Strange, son of John, son of Fulke in the above pedi- 
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gree [Calendars of Inquisitions Post Mortem] at Whit- 
church 20 Mar. 1354, after the death of John son of 
Fulke, that he [Griffin] married his wife Alice in the 
same year, 6 Edw. III, in which John son of John was 
born. It would be interesting if it should turn out 
that both lines could be traced to the Princess Joan 
through Fulke le Strange. 


Erdington. The Erdington marriage is found in New 
Complete Peerage, V:88, note a. Sir Giles was a grand- 
son of William de Aubigny, Earl of Arundel, and his 
distinguished ancestry is noted in cited reference. 

The same reference includes the identification of Eliz- 
abeth, daughter of Fulke le Strange, as wife of Robert 
Corbet, and also confirms the Corbet descent as shown 
in this paper. Incidentally, Thomas de Erdington, son 
of Sir Giles, married a daughter of Robert Corbet and 

h le Strange. 


Archaeologia (1598), vol. 56, part l, 
» Sir William Malory and Margaret his wife 
of Shelton, Bed and Shawbury and Upton Waters (near 
Morton Corbet) > identified as parents of Margaret 
who married Robert Corbet of Moreton Corbet. William 
was the son of Anketil Malory of Kirkby Malory, Leices- 
tershire. Among the children of Sir William Malory was 
Thomas Malory, Esq., the famous author of "le Morte 
d'arthur." Thomas was born at Moreton Corbet 6 Dec. 
1425, and his godfather was our Thomas Charlton. Mr. 
Hunt calls attention to the fact that the William Mal- 
ry referenced as father of Margaret died 1445, while 
Margaret died 1439 and her husband was 21 in 1404. 
Hence he feels it more likely that this Sir William 
Malory was brother rather than father of Margaret, a 
type of error which is rather common in pedigrees of

The will of William© Swift of Sandwich, Mass., names 
among others his daughter, Hannah Tobey. The Swift 
Genealogy states "nothing beyond this is known of her" 
and the Tobey Genealogy fails to identify her. It so 
happens that in 1705, the year of this will, there were 
two Hannah Tobeys li ving in Sandwich, viz.: Hannah, 
second wife of Thomasl Tobey, and Hannah, widow of his 
son Ephraimé Tobey. There is no definite proof which 
one was the daughter of William Swift, but there is 
circumstantial evidence which is very convincing when 
the records of these families are studied. 

William- Swift was the son of William and Joan. He 
died 7 Jan. 1705 [1705/6] according to his inventory. 
His will, dated 15 Dec. 1705, proved 29 Jan. 1705/6, 
names wife Ruth, daughter Hannah Tobie, Temperance 
Bourn, Hester Gibbs and Dina Perry, sons Josiah and 
Jirah, the sons of his son William deceased, and son- 

in-law Timothy Bourn [Barnstable Probate, 2:217]. The 
following is a list of the children with approximate 
year of birth for those unrecorded, given here merely 
to clarify this paper; all were probably born at Sand- 
wich:

The names Joan, Ruth, Temperance, Jirah and Ephraim in 
this family group are signposts to the solution of this 
problem, as we shall presently see. 

Thomas~ Tobey married first, at Sandwich, 18 Nov. 
1650, Martha Knott, daughter of George; and second, 
about 16092, Hannah Fish, widow of Ambrose the son of 
Nathaniel as will be shown later. She has not been 
identified in the various Fish genealogies. Thomas 
Tobey died 9 Jan. 1713/14 as per his inventory. His 
will, dated 24 Mar. 1709/10, probated 9 Apr. 1714, 
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x. ‘inah, b. about 1672; MME Perry. 
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names sons John, Samuel, Gershom, Jonathan and Nathan- 
iel; grandson Thomas Tobey; and "to granddaughter Sarah 
Tobey, that lot of land on which her mother Hannah To- 
bey now dwells"; to my wife Hannah all that estate she 
had when I married her....and to each of my three 
daughters 5 se. These three daughters were stepdaugh- 
ters—Abia, Mehitable and Joanna Fish. All of. his 
children were by his first wife, but the birth of only 
one has been found recorded. All of them married, but 
only one marriage record has come to light. Of these 
children, Thomas Jr. and Ephraim died before their fa- 
ther, both leaving issue. Because of the deficiency of 
birth and marriage records, we can give only approxi- 
mate dates as determined by the birth dates of their 
children:

For the present we are mainly concerned with Ephraim 
Tobey. It will be seen that he probably was not born 
before 1658-9 and may have married about 1687-8 Hannah 

» whose parentage is unknown. The records are 
very meagre. He died intestate before 29 Sept. 16093 
hen the inventory of his estate was taken, the widow 
Hannah being named administratrix [Barnstable Probate, 
37}. We find that the "widow Hannah Tobey" was ad- 
ted to the church 14 Apr. 1700. She died before 20 
her estate being administered by Nathaniel 
de, 3:213, 220}. Ebenezer Wing and Edward 
took the inventory, which amounted to i25. 
real estate being mentioned. Children:

3, b. verhaos ca. 1689-90, whose birth record has 
been found. She was bequeathed bv her grandfa- 
obey's will (1710) "that lot of land on which 
her mother Hannah Tobey now dwells." We find no 
record of her marriage or death, but there are indi- 
cations that she died before her mother, 

ii. Benjamin, b. 2; Mar. 1691/2 (Sandwich V.R.), vorobably 
d. young. He is not mentioned in his grandfather's 
will nor his mother's estate. 

Of these two children, Benjamin may huve been the elder 

instead of Sarah, but this has little bearing on our 

discussion except to note that their parents may have 
been married later, say 1090 if Sarah was born late in 

1693 about the time of her father's death; but either 
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way, Sarah would have been of age to administer her 
mother's estate in 1/14, if living. The above is about 
all we could find about Hannah Tobey, wife of Ephraim, 
and their children. 

The inventory of Ephraim Tobey's estate was taken by 
Daniel Wing and Shubel Smith. Daniel Wing married Han- 
nah© Swift and therefore would be_uncle by marriage to 
Hannah? Swift daughter of William©. Shubel Smith mar- 
ried Maria Swift and would be a brother-in-law of Han- 
nah3 Swift. There are those who have argued because of 
these facts that Hannah} Swift must have married Ephra- 
im Tobey. The evidence does look strong in favor of 
this Hannah Tobey until you look into the data on Han- 
nah wife of Thomas! Tobey and compare the evidence on 
each side. Also, it seems likely that Hannah? Swift 
was somewhat older than Ephraim© ‘obey, and in the 
neighborhood of forty when Ephraim's children were born. 

The following is what the records tell us about Han- 
nah, second wife of Thomas~ Tobey: 

Ambrose© Fish, birth record not found, was son of 
Nathaniell Fish by his first wife who is unknown. He 
was born probably about 1050 and died at Sandwich in 
1091 as shown by the inventory of his estate taken 1l 
Sept. 1091, leaving a widow Hannah [Barnstable Probate, 
1:47], whom he married about 10/4-5. They had the fol- 
lowing children born at Sandwich:

The widow Hannah Fish married second, after 11 Sept. 
1091, Thomas Tobey, Sr. There is nothing in his will 
to corroborate the above facts except a hint that he 
married a widow Hannah who had three daughters living 
when he made his will 24 Mar. 1710. His will states 
that he is "aged." Since he married first (Martha 
Knott) in 1650, he presumably was 21 or older at that 
date, hence born by or before 1629. When he died in 
1714 he would have been between 85 and 90 years old. 
The above Hannah married to Ambrose Fish 1674-5 must 
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have been born not later than 1659-60 (if 15-16 at her 
marriage) and probably was born much earlier. Note 
that Hannah} Swift was born 11] Mar. 1651. She died in 
1721 between 3 March, date of her will, and 6 April, 
date administration was granted to her son Seth Fish, 
showing that she outlived her second husband seven 
years. It is her will which reveals that she was the 
widow of Ambrose Fish when she married Thomas Tobey, 
and the names of her grandchildren are a strong evi- 
dence that she was Hannah3 Swift, daughter of William 
and granddaughter of William and Joan. 

She bequeaths to son Seth Fish; and "unto my six 
children" [this was including the husbands of her daugh- 
ters as children]...to my son Samuel Tobey and my daugh- 
ter Abia, his wife, 1/3 full part of my estate; to my 
son Gershom Tobey and my daughter Mehitable, his wife, 
another third; and to my son Eliakim Tupper and my 
daughter Johannah, his wife, the other third; and names 
her son Seth executor. Witnesses: Eldad Tupper, Tem- 
perance Bourne, Elizabeth Tupper. 

She named a son Ephraim Fish for her brother and 
Joanna for her grandmother. We also find Swift names 
among her grandchildren (see Swift and Fish data under- 
lined above). 

Among the children of Abia (Fish) Tobey: Joanna for 
her sister and great-grandmother Swift, and Ruth for 
grandmother Swift. 

Among the children of Mehitable (Fish) Tobey: Tem- 
perance for her aunt Temperance (Swift) Bourne who was 
a witness to Hannah's will—a very important point; and 
Ephraim for her uncle Ephraim Swift rather than for her 
brother of that name who died in infancy before she was 
born. 

Seth Fish named a son Jirah for the uncle Jirah 
Swift, an especially convincing point since that was a 
rare name; William for his grandfather Swift; and Eph- 
raim for his uncle Ephraim Swift. 

Joanna (Fish) Tupper named a daughter Ruth for her 
grandmother Swift; another, Hannah for her mother; and 
Joanna for herself—it was her great-grandmother Swift's 
name. 

It seems probable from all these circumstances that 
Hannah3 Swift, daughter of William*, proved to have 
married a Tobey, was the wife first of Ambrose Fish and 
second of Thomas Tobey, Sr. 


RANDALL-PEASE-HU TCHINSON-WARNER 
A STUDY IN SERENDIPITY

Recently, I was asked to solve the parentage of Abi- 
gail Randall who married in Salem, Mass., 16 Dec. 1678, 
Robert3 Pease (John¢, Robertl) (1656-1744) of Salem and 
Enfield. (Enfield—from which Somers was set off in 
1734—is now in Connecticut but was part of Massachu- 
setts Bay until May 1749, with the deeds at Springfield 
and the probate at Northampton.) Robert and Abigail 
Pease named their children: William, Mary, Abigail, 
Robert, Samuel, Ephraim, Daniel, Hannah, and Margaret. 
Robert's siblings of the full blood were: John, Mary, 
Abraham, and Jonathan, and of the half blood: James, 
Isaac, and Abigail. His mother was Mary Goodell. The 
name of William was not from the Pease side of the fam- 
ily. 

A study of primary and secondary sources has con- 

inced me that Abigail was the unrecorded child of Wil- 
liam and Elizabeth (———) Randall, of Newbury, Mass., 
whose recorded issue were: Elizabeth, William, John, 
Mary, and Hannah. I place Abigail as the youngest 
child, born about 10600. Her parents were often involv- 
ed in court [see Essex Court Filesj|; the deeds show 
that they lost their property so we are not surprised 
to find no settlement of their estates in probate or 
land records. 

William Randall, Jr., was twice married and is said 
to have died in 1690 in Enfield, going there from West- 
field, Mass. As Robert and Abigail Pease also went to 
Enfield, it seemed possible that Robert and William 
might have witnessed deeds for each other there, so 
was fortunate to secure the excellent services of 
Lord Scofield to consult the Hampshire Deeds. 

My own search in Salem (Essex Registry of 
and Deeds), where i consulted not only the Ess 
but also the Ipswich and the Old Norfolk seri 
records, revealed no deeds for William 
and but one for Robert3 Pease. I also ad another 
deed which pertained to the second son o he latter, 

nd although it seemed at the time tha his second 
deed had no application to the problem in hand, it was 
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of such genealogical interest that I made a short ab- 
stract. Little did I realize its importance! Here are 
the two abstracts: 

24 Aug. 1682, Robert Pease [no res. cited], son of 
John Pease, late of Salem, for £,0 paid by John Bullock 
of Salem, Innholder, conveyed one acre there in the 
North Field with a house thereon, bounded by highway, 
William Osburne, Samuel Eborne, and Isaac Cooke; also 
three acres in said Field, bounded by John Burton, Job 
Swinnerton, Caleb Bufam, and Samuel Gaskin; wife Abi- 
gail Pease released dower and both made their marks; 
wit.: Hillard Veren [court officer] and George Adams; 
ackn. before William Browne [Assistant, of Salem] same 
day; recorded 5 Mar. 1683/4 (Essex Deeds, 6:110}. 

16 Dec. 1721, "Robert Peese" with Elizabeth "Pees," 
his wife, of Enfield, Hampshire Co., Mass., husbandman, 
for £90 paid them by their brother, Joseph Emery of An- 
dover, Essex Co., Mass., husbandman, quit to said Emery 
all their rights to the estate of their father, Joseph 
Emery, late of Andover deceased, intestate, the said 
Elizabeth being a daughter of said deceased, etc., this 
being their full share of his estate in Andover and in 
Haverhill, Mass., including the "Thirds of land belong- 
ing to Mother" [not named]; he signed and she made her 
mark; wit.: Henry Ingalls and Samuel Granger; ackn. 22 
Dec. 1721, at Andover; recorded 19 Nov. 1745 (libid., 
87:192]. 

And now came the request that I add to the problem 
of the identity of Abigail (Randall) Pease, the ques- 
tion of the parentage of her daughter-in-law, Abigail 
("Fletcher") Pease, wife of her son, Daniel4 Pease. 

For many years I had worked on a new Robert Fletcher 
Genealogy, and the first volume (six generations) was 
already marked for the printer when all work ceased due 
to my client's illness and subsequent death. Later the 
manuscript was placed in the vaults of the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society. It includes not only 
the descendants to the ninth generation of Robert, but 
notes on other New England Fletcher families. Back in 
1945 I had some correspondence with Donald Lines Jaco- 
bus about this supposed Abigail Fletcher and, as we 
agreed that she was not a Fletcher, I was no longer in- 
terested in her at that time. In 1829 John Chauncey® 
Pease (1782-1859) wrote his "Historical Sketch of the 
Town of Enfield" printed—but with no guarantee as to 
its accuracy—as the Introduction to Allen's History of 
Enfield (1900), and therein [see vol. l, p. 34] stated 
the wife of Daniel Pease as Abigail Fletcher. It seems 
evident that the busy little copyists have been at 
their trade ever since. Who then was this Abigail? 

Miss Scofield therefore was delegated to cover not 


+ 


only the deeds of William Randall, Jr., of Westfield 
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and Enfield, and those of his brother-in-law Robert3 
Pease and wife Abigail, but also those of the son of 
the latter, Daniel’ Pease and his wife Abigail. 

Her careful work soon showed that William Randall, 
born 1653, did not die in 1690, but was a Lieutenant by 
1719, had a sojourn in Windsor, Conn., about 1720, died 
about 1727-28 and certainly by 1729, and that of his 
daughters, Mary married Daniel Clark, weaver, and Abi- 
gail married Samuel Parsons, Jr., etc., all revealed in 
the deeds. As his wives were Rebecca and Mary, it is 
significant that he named his eldest daughter, Abigail. 
In a conveyance to his son-in-law, Daniel Clark of En- 
field, 10 Feb. 1727, the first witness was Robert Pease. 
Including one estate-deed, Randall had seven appear- 
ances in the Hampshire Deeds as grantor and grantee. 

But there are some 24 deeds, grantor and grantee, 
in the name of Robert Pease recorded before 1734 in 
Springfield. Miss Scofield was confronted with indexes 
which included Robert, Robert Sr., Robert 2d, Robert 
3d, and Rebert Jr. Which of these references related 
to Robert? Pease? To save time, she studied the 1869 
Pease Genealogy and the very early account of tnis 
branch of the Pease tribe that appeared in Volume 3 of 
the New England Hist. and Gen. Register. When she came 
across the statement that Robert4 Pease, eldest son of 
Robert and Abigail (Randall) Pease, had lived for some 
years in Andover, Mass., and that his third wife, Eliz- 
abeth Emery, may have married him there, she very nat- 
urally reached for the Andover Vital Records, published 
1912, and in Volume 2, page 206, she found: 

Pease, Daniel lof Enfield. int.j, and Abigail Hutch- 

inson, May 6, 1717. C.R.1 
Robert lof Enfield. int.], and Elizabeth 
Emery, Feb. 28, 1716-17. C.R.1. 
i\C.R.1l refers to records of the North Parish Congrega- 
tional Church of Andover. ] 

The aeed | have noted above applies to Robert Pease 
and his third wife Elizabeth Emery and clearly identi- 
fies her. 

Robert’ Pease has many conveyances on file at Spring- 
field, many of which have decided genealogical value, 
and Miss Scofield furnished us with nearly 30 careful 
abstracts of deeds to the various Roberts and to Daniel 
Pease, all of record before 1734. On 5 Jan. 1715/16, 
Robert Pease, Sr., of Enfield, his wife Abigail acknow- 
ledging with him, conveyed to his son Robert of the 
same, this deed being witnessed by Wiiliam Randall and 
others. When Robert Pease the 2d, cooper, sold land to 
Daniel Wells, 3 June 1710, one of the witnesses was 
Samuel Warner. Although Robert Sr. conveyed by sepa- 
rate deeds to his sons Robert, Ebenezer and Samuel, we 
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find none to his son Daniel. There are two deeds drawn 
in 1717 by Robert Pease 3d, late of Enfield, now resi- 
dent in Andover. 

And who was Abigail Hutchinson, wife of Daniel4 
Pease? There seems to be nothing in print about the 
Andover Hutchinsons of much help. Turning therefore to 
the Andover Vital Records, we find an early Samuel who 
has but one child of record, Ruth, born in 1694, but 
from the marriage records we find some probable sib- 
lings for her, among others our Abigail. Later, I hope 
to do some research on Samuel's family. The wonderful 
Index to New England and Long Island, N.Y., Marriages 
ante 1700, compiled by Clarence Almon Torrey, Ph. B., 
F.A.S.G., shows but one man in Andover of the name: 
Samuel, and among the few references to Samuel Hutchin- 
son is one to my own work ("Andover Ancestry" (1936), 
2:9, a work compiled for C. D. Stillman and never pub- 
lished]. 

Briefly, Samuel Hutchinson married, in Andover, in 
1686 or 1687 [not doublé-dated], Elizabeth (——) 
(Bridges) Parker, widow of Obadiah Bridges of Ipswich 
and of Joseph Parker of Andover. She died, Samuel's 
widow, in Andover in 1730. By Parker, she had a son, 
Joseph, born in 16082, and it must have been for this 
stepbrother, Joseph Parker, that Abigail (Hutchinson) 
Pease, wife of Daniel Pease, named her son Parker Pease. 
(Miss Scofield noted that Daniel Pease, Jr., sold to 
Parker Pease, deeds recorded in 1753 and 1755.) Daniel 
and Abigail named their children, born in Enfield, 
Stafford, Conn., and Somers: Daniel, William, Asa, Re- 
becca, Olive, and Parker. The old account in the 
Register, supra, 3:1/O0-l, names the four sons thus and 
States that there were also four daughters. 

Daniel, grandson of Samuel Hutchinson, was baptized 
in Andover in 17203; could this be Daniel Pease (Jr.), 
born 1718 in Enfield? Among the possible sisters of 
our Abigail (Hutchinson) Pease was Phebe Hutchinson who 
married (intention 7 June 1718, Andover), Samuel Warner 
of Hadley, Hampshire Co., Mass. Judd's History of Had- 
ley (1905) in the Boltwood Genealogies gives a Samuel 
Warner, born in 1688, who moved to Stafford, Conn., 
where we know Daniel Pease lived for some years. More- 
ever, Samuel's sister, Elizabeth Warner, married 
1709, Samuel Pease of Enfield. 

Thus we have icentified Abigail Randall, wife of 
Robert 3 Pease, Abigail Hutchinson, wife of Daniel 
Pease, and Phebe Hutchinson, wife of Samuel Warner, be- 
sides learninz whom two daughters of William Randall Jr. 
married. I hope eventually to present to the New Eng- 
land Historic senealogical Society Miss Scofield's ab- 
stracts of the Pease and Randall deeds and some of the 
material I have gathered in this quest.

The following is a holograph in the hand of Capt.

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PUZZLES SOMEBODY HAS SOLVED: 
WILSON-DENSLOW-SABIN-WARDWELL 
OF CONNECTICUT, RHODE ISLAND AND CUBA 


Mr. George McKenzie Roberts has most kindly solved 
the genealogical puzzle which we propounded in The 
American Genealogist, supra, 34:100-7. Drawing atten- 
tion to a portion of his splendid work, "The Denslow 
Family in America," in the New York Gen. and Biog. Rec- 


ord, 80:143-4, Mr. Roberts points out that Oliver Wil- 
son, b. at Windsor, Conn., 10 Jan. 1788, was a son of 
Calvin Wilson (1755-1809) of Stafford and Windsor, 
Conn., by his wife Submit? Denslow (1765-1840). Oliver 
Wilson married at Bristol, R.I., 1 June 1814, Sarah 
Smith Sabin, who was b. at Bristol 6 Mar. 1799 and d. 
at Seville, Spain, 8 Jan. 1847, daughter of Capt. John 
and Lucretia (Wardwell) Sabin of Bristol. Oliver Wil- 
son was famed as a sailing master, was commissioned 
Captain of the privateer brigantine Yankee on 13 July 
1812, his commission being signed by James Madison as 
President and James Monroe as Secretary of State. After 
the conclusion of the War of 1812, he and his family 
settled in the Province of Matanzas, Cuba, where he was 
a successful merchant and plantation owner. He d. at 
San Juan Plantation, Camarioca, Matamzas Province, 206 
Feb. 1839. His widow later removed to Spain, settling 
first at Madrid, then at Seville. Mr Roberts has seen 
a letter of hers, written in Spanish, to her son-in-law 
in Cuba. She was buried in San Sebastian Cemetery, Se- 
ville.

IS THAT LINEAGE RIGHT? A training manual for the 
examiner of lineage papers, with helpful hints for the 
beginner in genealogical research. Paper, 61 p. Is- 
sued by National Society of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. 1958. Price, 50 cents. 

Prepared by an advisory committee of the Society, 
with Dr. Jean Stephenson as chairman, this is by far 


the best course of instruction the reviewer has seen, 
not only for amateurs tracing their own lineage, but 
for those who check society papers and for professional 
genealogists who prepare papers. It is packed full 
with the sort of information needed. 

The reviewer is reminded that in an article he pub- 
lished in the New Eng. Hist. and Gen. HKevzister, April 
1958, he suggested that some of those who check papers 
for societies were too rigid, and at times even unreas- 
onable, in their demands for proof. None of this ri- 
gidity is to be found in the present brochure. Warn- 
ing is indeed given as to how far printed materials can 
be accepted as evidence (pp. 18-22). The section on 
"Marriage" (pp. 22-25) is especially informative and 
acknowledges the fact that many marriages cannot be 
proved by a record entry; it wisely states that "if 
the fact of the marriage is established by collateral 
evidence, by the reference of the husband to the wife 
or the wife to the husband as such, by the couple being 
considered married in the locality in which they lived, 
or their children duly acknowledged as children of a 
husband and wife, evidence of the date of marriage will 
not be required—as in the great majority of cases it 
never existed or can never be supplied." 

The section on death and birth dates is also excel- 
lent, explaining how often—and why—discrepancies are 
found. We should like to quote many pages from this 
booklet—but if we did, the reader would not have to 
buy a copy.

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ANDREWS FAMILIES OF WESTERN CONNECTICUT 


By Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., F.A.S.G. 


Under the above heading we hope to publish from time to time 
data on the early generations of the Andrews families of western 
Connecticut. The chief aim is to bring together new or corrective 
information relating to the first three or four generations, and 
even for this period no vretense is made that the research has 
been exhaustive or that our account is in any way definitive. 
Others who have found new and important data affecting the very 
early generations are invited to submit it. 


I. William Ancrews of Hartford 


l. William? Andrews of Hartford, Conn., came, ac- 
cording to Savage [Gen. Dict., 1:56], from Cambridge, 
Mass., where his wife Mary died 19 Jan. 1040; was the 
first schoolmaster and town clerk; Abigail (who married 
second, Nathaniel Barding) is called his second wife; 
the three sons are named, John, Thomas and Samuel, and 
but one daughter, Elizabeth, is named. 

William Andrews was chosen Register (town clerk) at 
Hartford 12 Jan. 1651/2 and was succeeded by John Allyn 
1l Apr. 1659, a few days after Andrews made his will, 
in which he described himself as in poor health. His 
Hartford lands were entered without date, yet he was a 
very early and probably an original settler. The lands 
of Francis Andrews were entered February 1639/40. In 
the Secretary's Book, the lands of William and Francis 
Andrews are entered on successive pages, those of Wil- 
liam first. (Conn. Hist. Soc. Coll. 14:xi,xv, 235, 
388]. In these records he is usually entitled "Mr." 
and it is worth noting that Francis bought land from 
William. 

It is certain that William was in Hartford before 
1640 when he became schoolmaster, and in fact he had a 
child born there in 1638. Although many of the Hart- 
ford settlers came from Cambridge, I think he was a 
different man from the William Andrews of Cambridge 
whose wife Mary died there 19 Jan. 1639/40. One reason 
for this conclusion is tnat William's wife Abigail is 
the proved mother of William's three sons—proved by 
William's will which called the children "our" children 
as well as by the fact that Abigail's second husband 
gave them legacies, and finally by a deed of Abigail 
Barding which calls John, Thomas and Samuel Andrews her 
sons. Since the mother of ‘lhomas (born 16038) was Abi- 
gail, it could not have been the Hartford William's 
wife Mary who died at Cambridge in 1040. Furthermore, 
Cambridge Church Records (p. 7) give us the family of a 
Samuel Andrews (son of MY William Andrews deceased)" 
who joined the church there with his wife Llizabeth 10
